WASHINGTON, March 5. — 
President Roosevelt today, ad- 
dressing a meeting of NRA code 
authorities and trade association 
committees gathered in Washing- 
ton, gave what“he ealled a chal- 
lenge to industry, a challenge to 
“re-employ more people at pur- 
chasing wages—and to do it 
now.” 

“Only thus,” he said, ‘‘can we 
continue recovery and restore the 
balance we seek.”’ 

The President .spoke for 30 
minutes to an audience of more 
than 4000 in Constitutional Half 
and later appeared at large over- 
flow meetings. His speech, in the 
nature of a report on the first 
eight and a half months of the 
Recovery Act and a call upon in- 
dustry and the country for fur- 
ther co-operation in the Recovery 
program, was generously 
plauded, 

On the platform with the Pvesi- 
cent were Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, 


tor, who presided; Donald R. Rich- 
berg, general counsel of the NRA; 
members of the Cabinet and Demo- 
cratic and Progressive Republican 
leaders of the Senate and the House. 
The hall was filled with delegates 
to the first annual “Blue Eagle 
conference” on ways and means of 
improving the industrial codes and 
their enforcement. 


“Morality of the Case.” 

The President spoke in his custo- 
Mary buoyant and confident man- 
her, and the audience resporded 
both to his manner and to his 
words. 

Nothing else that he said aroused 
6 much applause as his statement 
of the “morality of the case.” 

Seay one,” he said in this connec- 
tion, “is opposed to sensible and

Eight and a half months ago 
when I signed the recovery act 
I said, “Must we go on in many 
groping, disorganized, se;arate 
units to defeat or shall we move 
as one great team to victory.” 

The team. is before me this 
morning—3500 -leaders of 600 
greater organized industries, 
representing, as measured by 
employment, more than 9 per 
cent of the industrial field 
which is covered by the NRA. 
Naturally I am deeply gratified 
that the faith which I expressed 
last June is so well justified in 
March. 

I do not undertake today to 
present either a broad review 

of all the manifold Causes 
which led up to the distressful 
situation from which the na- 
tion is emerging or a recepitu- 
lation of the events, the meas- 
ures and the results of thia past 
year. You are here as tne di- 
rect representtaives of only one 
element in our complex motern 
life but at the same time, be- 
cause of the fine spirit you have 
shown, I can‘congratulate you 
on an approach to your own 
problems which shows an un- 
derstanding of the many other 
problems which criss-cross and 
dovetail into each other to make 
up the broad objective of the 
American people. 


The Former Attitude. 

It is sufficient for me_ to 
point out once more that the 
difficult and dangerous situa- 
tion. into which the United 
States had got itself was due 
to the general attitude, “Every 


man for himself: the devil take 


seeking economic preference for 
themselves to the disadvantage 
of other sections. Citfes were 
recklessly offering inducements 
to manufacturing plants to 
move away from other cities. 
Within given industries unfair 
competition went on unheeded 
or resulted in vast consolida- 
tions whose securities were ped- 
died to the public at dishonest 
prices. There was little consid- 
ération for the social point of 
view and no planning whatso- 
ever to avoid the pitfalls of 
over-production or of selling 
methods which foisted articles 
on a gullible public, which the 
family budget could not afford. 
That is a strong picture, but 
you and I, in the bottom of our 
hearts, know that it is a true 
picture. Most of us participat- 
ed in the making of that pic- 
ture. We did not know as much 
then as we know now and be- 
cause our eyes have been 
opened it is possible that future 
history will call that crazy dec- 
ade of 1919 to 1929 one of the 
greatest blessings that ever 
came to the American people. 
It was because the situation 
in March, 1933, was so serious 
all along the line that remedies 
had to be applied to every 
phase of the illness. The objec- 
tive was, as you know, to appl, 
these remedies in the American 
way and not to copy those 
which are being tried in other 
countries which do not live un- 
der the’same form of demo- 
cratic government as ours, I 
am always a little amused and 
perhaps at times a little sad- 
dened—and I think the Ameri- 
can people feel the same way— 
by those few writers and speak- 
ers who proclaim tearfully 
either that we are now commit- 
ted to Communism and collec- 
tivism or that we had adopted 
Fascism and a_ dictatorship. 
The real truth of the matter is 
that for a number of years in 
our country the machinery of 
democracy has failed to func- 
tion. 
Operations of Government. 
Through inertia on the part 
of leaders and on the part of 
the people themselves the oper- 
ations of Government had fal- 
len into the hands of special 
groups, some of them vocifer- 
ously led by people who under- 
took to obtain special advant- 
ages for. special classes and oth- 
ers led by a handful of individ- 
uals who believed in their su- 
perhuman ability to retain in 
their own hands the entire busi- 
ness and financial contro] over 
the economic and social struc- 
ture of the nation. —

her. The Princess charged that 
Natasha’s behavior was linked with 
that of the monk Rasputin in such 
a way as to impeach her chastity. 

The Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Co.

Justice Avory said he saw no rea- 
son for granting a stay on the judg- 
ment. 

The Plaintiff's Argument. 
Sir William Jowitt, defense xttor- 
ney, said in his argument, “There 
is no solitary point at which he 
character of Natasha touches 
Princess Youssoupoff.” 
Jowitt argued that the Princess 
could not ‘begin to make out a 
case that she was Natasha unless 
she showed that the Prince Chego- 
dieff of the film, fiance of Natasha 
and slayer of Rasputin, was her 
husband, Prince Felix Youssoupoff, 
professed slayer of the monk in 
real life. 
The lawyer recalled that Princess 
Youssoupoff on the stand had ad- 
mitted that Chegodieff, as a sol- 
dier, more nearly resembled the 
Grand Duke Dmitri than Prince 
Youssoupoff and that his intimacy 
with the Russian royal family, 
picted in the film, would also f% the 
Grand Duke better than her hus- 
band. 
Much of Sir William’ s argument 
was ingenious and technical. In 
the first place, he said, so far as 
the eye was concerned, there was 
nothing defamatory in the picture. 
If there were any defamation, he 
went on, it was in the spoken dia- 
logue, and if the dialogue were false 
and defamatory, such defamation 
was slander and not libel; and, if 
slander, under the law, the Prin 


| cess could recover damages only by 


showing either that she had suf- 
fered actual and special damages 
or that the defamation impeached 
her chastity, in which case dam- 
ages would be presumed. 


“I submit,” said Jowitt, - “that 
there is nothing in this film which 
paints Natasha as anything other 
than a pure, trusting, loyal and de- 
voted woman.” 

Sir Patrick Hastings, for the 
plaintiff, declared there was one 
thing about the case nobody could 
surmount—that. the film company 
had published to the world that the 
picture was a true story. He quoted 
the prologue to the film: “This pic- 
ture concerns the destruction of a 
great empire brought about \by the 
mad ambition of one man. ‘A few 
of the characters are still al alive. The 
others met death by violence.”

Athens Government Sets 
Deadline and Notifies U.

ATHENS, March 5.—The Minis- 
try of the Interior announced to- 
night that Samuel Insull Sr., the 
former Chicago utilities operator, 
must leave Greece within 48 hours. 
Insull was notified of the expul- 
sion order and his legal staff went 
into consultation with him, 

Earlier in the day the Forsign 
Ministry notified the American ie- 
gation that the expulsion had heen 
decided on. 

‘An order for Insull’s expulsion 
was issued Saturday, but when it 
was to take effect remained in 
doubt until today’s announcement. 
Insull was described as unwilling 
to prolong his fight to remain in 
Athens. A friend said that Insull 
had commented, “I am old and 
sick. I will go home and die.” 
There were no signs around the 
Insull apartment that preparations 
were being made for a departure. 
Insull has not applied for either a 
Greek travel permit or a new Amer- 
ican passport. 

Insull has twice defeated efforts 
to extradite him from Greece for 
trial in Chicago where he is uuder 
indictment for larceny and embez- 
blement in connection with the col- 
lapse of his utilities system. 

“If Samuel Insull does not go, I 
will put him on an American-bound 
vessel,” declared John Metaxagz, the 
Minister of the Interior, tonight, as 
he signed the expulsion order. 
Police were immediately assigned 
to guard Insull’s house for the * 
time.

Retaining Competition. 

These same antitrust laws 
must continue in their major 
purpose of retaining competi- 
tion and preventing monopoly. 
It is only where these laws have 
prevented the co-operation to 
éliminate things ‘like child ia- 
bor and sweat shops, starvation 
wages and other unfair prac- 
tices that there is justification 
in modifying them.

We have been seeking experi- 
ence in our first eight months 
of code making; for that same 
reason we have been tolerant 
of certain misunderstandings 
even when they resulted in 
evasions of the spirit, if not ef 
the letter of the law.

She visited Dillinger several 
times, jail officials said, and some- 
times talked with him outside the 
presence of guards. They said her 
last visit was last Thursday—two 
days before Dillinger’s escape. 

Apparently Talked in Code. 

Dillinger’s attorney, Louis Piquett, 
vouched for the woman and she 
was allowed to see the prisoner. 

Today Ralph Pierce, bailiff, re- 
membered that the talk was partly 
in what sounded like football sig- 
nals. : 

“She would say TI certainly go 
for you, honey,’” Pierce said, “and 
then she’d say ‘7-23-19.’

Justice Roberts for the Majority. 
Justice Roberts, speaking for the 
majority, reviewed most of the ob- 
jections raised by the minority. 
“Under our form of Government,” 
he said, “the use of property and 
the making of contracts are normal- 
ly matters of. private and not of 
public concern. The general rule 
is that both shall be free of gov- 
ernmental interference. But neither 
property rights nor contract rights 
are absolute; for Government can- 
not exist if the citizen may at will 
use his property to the detriment 
of his fellows, or exercise his free- 
dom of contract to work them 
harm, Equally fundamental with 
the private right is that of the 
public to regulate it in the common 
interest.” 

“Power to Ald General Welfare.” 


Justice Roberts declared that the 
Court, from its earliest days, had 
affirmed that the power to promote 
general welfare was inherent in 
Government. 

“No exercise of the private right,” 
he said, “can be imagined which 
will not in some respect, however, 
affect the public; no exercise of the 
legislative prerogative to regulate 
the conduct of the citizen which 
will not to some extent abridge his 
liberty or affect his property. . But 
subject only to constitutional re- 
straint the private right must yield 
to the public need. 

“The fifth amendment, in the 
field of Federal activity, and the 
fourteenth, as respects State action, 
do not prohibit Governmental regu- 
lation for the public welfare. They 
merely condition the exertion of the 
admitted power, by securing ‘that 
the end shall be accomplished by 
methods consistent with due pro- 
cess. And the guaranty of due pro- 
cess, as has often been held, de- 
mands only that the law shall not 
be unreasonable, arbitrary or ca- 
pricious, and that the means se 
lected shall have a real and sub- 
stantial relaiion to the object 
sought to be attained. It results 
that a regulation valid for one sort 
of business, or in given circum- 
stances, may be invalid for another 
sort, or for the same business un- 
der other circumstances, because 
‘the reasonableness of each regula- 
one depends upon the reélevant 


“Community Interests Paramount.” 

“The Court has repeatedly sus- 
tained curtailment of enjoyment of 
private property, in the public -in- 
terest. The owner’s rights may be 
subordinated to the needs of other 
private owners whose pursuits are 
vital to the paramount interests of 
the community.” 

After giving numerous examples 
of how Government had regulated 
private business, the majority opin- 
ion continued: 

“The Constitution does not guar- 
antee the unrestricted privilege to 
engage in a business or to conduct 
it as one please. Certain kinds of 
business may be prohibited; and 
the right to conduct a business, or 
to pursue a calling, may be condi- 
tioned. Regulation of a business to 
prevent waste of State’s resources 
may be justified, and statutes pre- 
scribing the terms upon which those 
conducting certain businesses may 
contract, or imposing terms if they 
do enter agreements, are within the 
State’s competency. 

Dairies Not a Public Utility. 

After reviewing the history of the 
New York law and Nebbia argu- 
ments, the majority opinion went 
on to say: | 

“We may as well say at once tiat 
the dairy industry is not, in the 
accepted since of the phrase, a 
public utility. We think the ap- 
pellant (Nebbia) is also right in 
asserting that there is in this case 
no suggestion of any monopoly or 
monopolistic practice. It goes with- 


‘the business are in no way depend- 
ent. upon public grants or frun- 
chises for the privilege of conduct- 
ing their activities. But if, as 
must be conceded, the industry is 
subject to regulation in the public 
interest, what constitutional prin- 
ciple bars the state from correcting 
existing maladjustments by legis- 
lation touching prices? We think 
there is no such principle. The due 
process clause makes no mention 
of sales or of prices any more than 
it speaks of business or contracts 
or buildings or other incidents of 
property. The thought seems nev- 
ertheless to have persisted that 
there is something peculiarly sacro- 
sanct about the price one may 
charge for what he makes or sells, 
and that, however able to regulate 
other elements of manufacture or 
trade, with incidental effect upon 
price, the state ig incapable of di- 
rectly controlling the price itsalf. 
This view was negatived’ many 
years ago. 
“AffectedWith Public Interest.”

“It is sero he’ said, “that there 
is no closed class or category of 
businesses affected with a public 
interest, and the function of courts 
in the application of the fifth and 
fourteenth amendments is to deter- 
mine in each case whether circum- 
stances vindicate the challenged 
‘regulation as a reasonable exertion 
of Governmental authority or eon⸗ 
—— it as arbitrary or discrimina- 
ory. 

“The phrase ‘affected with a 
public interest’ can, in the nature 
of things, mean no more than that 
an industry, for adequate reason, 
is subject to control for the public 
good. In severgl of thé decisions 
of this court wherein the expres- 
sions ‘affected with a public inter- 
est,’ and ‘clothed with a public use,’ 
have been brought forward as the 
validity of price control it has been 
admitted that they are not sus- 
ceptible of definition and form an 
unsatisfactory test of the constitu- 
tionality of legislation directed at 
business practices or prices. These 
decisions must rest, finally, upon 
the basis that the requirements of 
due process were not met because 
the laws were found arbitrary in 
their operation.and effect. But 
there can be no doubt that upon 
proper occasion and by appropri- 
ate measures the state may reg- 
ulate a business in any of its as- 
pects, including the prices to be 
charged: for the products or com- 


middities it sells. 
Requirement. 


“Due Process” 

“So far.as the requirement of due 
process is concerned, and in the ab- 
sence of other constitutional re- 
striction, a state is free to adopt 
whatever economic policy may 
reasonably be deemed to promote 
public welfare, and to enforce that 
policy by legislation adapted to its 
purpose. The courts are without 
authority either to declare such 
policy, or, when it is declared by 
the legislative’arm, to override it. 
If the laws passed are seen to have 
a reasonable relation to a proper 
legislative purpose, and are neither 
arbitrary nor discriminatory, the 
requirements of due process are 
satisfied and judicial determination 
to that effect renders a court 
functus officio. 

“Whether the free operation of 
the normal laws of competition is 

wise and wholesome rule for 
trade and commerce.is an economic 
question which this court need not 
consider or determine. (Northern 
Securities Co. v United States, 193 
U §S 197, 337-8.) 

“And it is equally clear that ‘f 
the legislative policy be to curb 
unrestrained and harmful compsti- 
tion, by measures which are not ar- 
bitrary or discriminatory it does 
not lie with the courts to deter- 
mine that the rule is unwise. With 
the wisdom of the policy adopt-d, 
with the adéquacy or practicability 
of the law enacted to forward it, 
the courts are both incompetent 
and unauthorized to deal... The 
course of decision in this court ex- 
hibits a firm adherence to these 
principles. Times without number 
we have said that the Legislature 
is primarily the judge of the neces- 
sity of such an enactment, that 
every possible presumption is in 
favor of its validity, and that 
though the court may hold views 
inconsistent with the wisdom of the 
law, it may not-be annulled unless 
palpably in excess of legislative 
power. 

Protection of Public. 
“The law-making bodies have in 
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is one of price, which rece ma 
harm to the producer at. one end of 
the series and the consumer at the 
other, The Constitution does not 
secure to anyone liberty to conduct 
his business in such fashion as to 
inflict injury tipon the public at 
large, or upon any substantial 
group of the people. Price con- 
trol, like any other form of regu- 
lation, is unconstitutional only if 
arbitrary, discriminatory, or de- 
monstrably irrelevant to the policy 
the Legislature is free to adopt, 
and hence an unnecessary and un- 
warranted interference with indi- 
vidual liberty. 


“Tested by these considerations,” 
the majority said in conclusion, “we 
find no basis in the due process 
clause of the fourteenth amend- 
ment for condemning the provisions 
of the egriculture and markets law 
here drawn into question.” 

The majority opinion was 20 
pages long; the minority opinion, 
16, 


The Minority Opinion. 
Justice McReynolds, writing for 
the minority, quoted at length from 
the New York Court of Appeals de- 
cision which affirmed the convic- 
tion of Nebbia by the lower court. 
He insisted that although the New 
York statutes expires the March 31 
of this year, lower court was not 
explicit in stating that it upheld 
the validity of the act because it 
was a temporary measure to meet 
an existing emergency. 


“There was no definite finding 
of an emergency,” said Justice Me- 
Reynolds, “by the court upon con- 
sideration of established fact and 
no pronouncement that conditions 
were accurately reported by a legis- 
lative committee. 


“Was the legislation fpheld be- 
cause only temporary and for an 
emergency; or was it sustained up- 
on the view that the milk business 
bears a peculiar relation to the pub- 
lic, is affected with a public in- 
terest, and therefore, sales prices 
may be prescribed irrespective of 
exceptional circumstances? We are 
left in uncertainty. The two no- 
tions are distinct if not conflicting.

WA TOWN'S 1 
PLANT DEAL UPHELD 


Appellate Court Rules It May 
Contract to Pay Out of 
‘Earnings. 


— — 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in a decision filed here 
today, upheld the right of the town 
of Lenox, Ia., to enter into a con- 
tract for purchase of an electrical 
generating plant, for a municipal 
light and power system. 

The Appellate Court affirmed the 
action of the Iowa District Court, 
which had dismissed an injunction 
suit filed by the Iowa Southern 
Utilities Co., the purpose of the 
suit being to prevent the town of 
Lenox from fuMilling its contract 
with Fairbanks, Morse & Co. for 
purchase of the equipntfent. 

Judge Gardner wrote the opinion, 
in which Judge Woodrough of the 
Court of Appeals and District Judge 
Martineau concurred. 

The decision differs from that 
rendered by District Judge Faris 
of St. Louis, and affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals, in the simiar suit 
of the Arkansas-Missouri Power Co. 
against the town of Campbell, Mo. 
The decision in that case was that 
the town of Campbell could not en- 
ter into a contract for purchase of 
an electric plant, because of con- 
stitutional limitations on its con- 
traction of debt. 

Iowa Law Different. 

Iowa law, differing in its provi- 
sions from Missouri law, made pos- 
sible the different decision in the 
Lenox case. 

An Iowa statute, passed in 1931, 
permits municipalities to enter into 
contracts to acquire electric plants. 
The statute, Sections 6128-29 of the 
Iowa Coda, was cited by the court. 
The Iowa statute provides that: 
'“Cities and towns shall have 
power to pay for such plant, im- 
provement or extension out of the 
past earnings of the plant, and, or 
out of the future earnings, and may 
contract for payment of all or part 
of the cost of such plant out of fu- 
ture earnings, and may secure such 
contract by the pledge of the prop- 
erty purchased and the net earnings 
of the plant, 

“Such contract shall not consti- 
tute a general obligation or be pay- 
able in any manner by taxation. 
Such contract shall specify the 
minimum rate that may be charged 
to consumers, including the munici- 
pality, and the city shall not in- 
crease it. Under no circumstances 


shall the city be in any manner! 


liable by reason of the failure of 

the net earnings to suffice for pay- 

ments called for in the contract.” 
What Contract Provides. 

The contract at issue provided 
that the town of Lenox should pay 
any balance due on purchase price 
of machinery and equipment, sole- 
ly from the net earnings of. the 
municipal plant. “It is understood 
and agreed,” the contract stated, 
“that such agreement to pay the 
purchase price out of the net earn- 
ings shall not constitute a general 
obligation of the municipality, or 
be payable in any manner or under 
any circumstances by taxation.” 

In its opinion, the Court of Ap- 
peals said: “It is coriceded that 
if this contract creates a debt, it is 
void, as the debt created would be 
in excess of the constitutional debt 
limit for the town of Lenox.” The 
Court overruled a contention of the 


1Iowa Southern Utilities Co. that the 


contract did create a debt, regard- 
less of its terms. Points raised by 
the company were that “net earn-’ 
ings” legally meant a balance left 
from gross receipts after operation, 
maintenance and depreciation; that 
no provision was made for depre- 
ciation charge; and that the use of 
a site owned by the town was part 
of the contract consideration. 4 
“The short answer” to the last 
contention, the Court says, is that 
the contract did not obligate the 
town to furnish a site, and that the 
land taken for the purpose was of 
little value and no previous use.

The defense rested at 11:01 a. m., 
after a brief appearance of the de-. 
fendant and her son, Walker, on the 
witness stand. Dr. Wynekoop, weak 
after a night of illness in the county 
jail, testified in a low and trembling 
voice. 

The state also rested this after- 
noon and Judge Harry B. Miller in- 
formed the jurors that final argu- 
ments would begin. Stanley Young, 
companion of Earle Wynekoop, hus- 
band of the slain woman was called 
to establish an alibi for Earle 
Wynekoop, by showing that he was 
far from the scene at the time of 
the killing. 

A heated clash occurred outside 
the courtroom after the appearance 
in the box of Frank (Jiggs) Dono- 
hue, a police officer assigned to 
the Coroner’s office. Donohue had 
testified that he had not made cer- 
tain remarks attributed to him by 
Walker Wynekoop,.son of the de- 
fendent,, on the stand a few days 
ago. Walker Wynekoop§ stopped 
Donohue in a corridor. 

During the noon recess the de- 
fendent reclined in a wheel ch.‘>. 

Four motions by Attorney W. W. 
Smith were overruled by Judge 
Miller before Prosecutor Dougherty 
began his argument. The first was 
for a directed verdict of not guilty; 
two others were to strike from the 
record the “confession” or state- 

ment in which Dr. Wynekoop ad- 
mitted firing a bullet info Rhbeta 
Winekoop’s body; the fourth was 
to compel the State to elect on 
which of the 11 counts it intended 
to proceed. 

The prosecutor asked the jury to 

“be not swayed by sympathy for 
this defendant because of her ad- 
vanced age,” as he opened his final 
arguments. 
The defendant slumped in her seat 
as’ the -young prosecutor branded 
her guilty of murdering “in cold 
blood” the wife of her favorite son, 
Earle.

sued on Feb, 21. 

Wolz, 67 years old, was.shot to 
death by one of two men who in- 
vaded his home and demanded that 
he turn over to them some money 
he was reputed to have in his 
home, After he had been shot, the 
slayers searched him and filed. 
Whether they took any money from 
him was never ascertained. His 
housekeeper, Mrs. Susie Holcroft, 
was in the house at the time, and 
was roused from her bed by the 
invaders, but did not see the mur- 
der. 

After Hake had made his state- 
ment, a general order was broad- 
cast for the arrest of Tallent and 
Thompson. When it was found 
Thompson already was held on a 
murder charge, a “hold” order was 
lodged against him in St. Louis jail. 

Tallent was found in jail at Ca- 
ruthersville, Mo., held on a charge 
of attempting to steal an automo- 
bile. He was removed to — 
last Friday. . 


Thompson, 33-year-old shipping 
clerk, is under indictment charged 
with the murder of John Link, 77, 
who was slugged and strangled last 
Nov. 23 in his rooming house at 
321 South Broadway. Thompson is 
reported to have admitted partici- 
pation in the Link murder, along 
with another man and two women, 
who also are held for trial. 
Tallent, a laborer, was released 
from the Missouri penitentiary on 
Feb. 8, 1933, when Gov.

CHICAGO, March 5. — Extor- 
tionists were suspected today in 
the machine gun murder of Eli 
Daiches, wealthy advertising exec- 
utive, shot Saturday as he motored 
along South Lake Shore drive. 

A theory that he was killed after 
a vain effort to get $40,000 from 
him, gained support from informa- 
tion given to policé by Miss Lucille 
Osborn, private nurse at the 
Daiches home. She said that two 
days before his death she over- 
heard her employer plead over the 
telephone for a “few more days” to 
raise $40,000. 

Police said an investigation of 
the victim’s private life, as related 
by business associates and friends, 
disclosed that Daiches was the vic- 
tim a year ago of a mysterious at- 
tack which he refused to discuss 
with any one; that he was a lavish 
spender; that he carried $200, 

life insurance; that he spent about 
$100 a week on Mrs. Lillian O’Shea, 
aviatrix and former actress. 
Assigtant State’s Attorney Rich- 
ard Egan quoted Mrs. O’Shea as 
saying Daiches first became “per- 
sonally- interested” in her several 
years ago, when she called at ~hiz 
agency seeking employment.

Daiches apparently recognized his 
assassins. Charles Bowman, Negro 
chauffeur, said that as the slayers’ 
car pulled alongside, Daiches ezx- 
claimed: “Oh, my God.”

MINERS’ REFERENDUM 
EFFORT AT STANDSTILL 


No Apparent Action Toward 
Vote That Might End Illi- 
nois Union Trouble. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 5. — Ef- 
forts of the Progressive Miners of 
America to obtain a referendum 
whereby the coal miners of Illinois 
might vote on whether they shall 
remain divided or unité apparently 
have reached an impasse.

It was saic by officials of the Na- 
tiona] Labor Board that both or- 
ganizations were appointed by 
presidential approval and _ that 
neither, according to precedent, was 
an appeal board from the other. 

Therefore, the National Labor 
Board refused to consider the de- 
cision of the National Bituminous 
Coal Labor Board until the matter 
was fought through the courts. 

Although Illinois Congressmen in

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IN BEHALF OF THE RUFFED GROUSE. 

New England and some of the Northern states 
make the mistake of calling the ruffed grouse the 
partridge, while certain other sections, notably the 
upland South, fall into the error of referring to it 
as the pheasant. The mistake which Missourians have 
made in connection with this lively game bird is far 
worse than either of these faults in designation. We 
have permitted forest fires and misuse of native 
timber to drive tt from our Ozark woodland. 
Besides possessing flesh which is much better than 
that of any other species of its family, the ruffed 
grouse is a particularly handsome bird. When full 
grown, it is about a foot and a half long and is strik- 
ingly marked with reddish-brown, gray and black,

DES IN MAM, FLA 


St. ‘Louis Tie and Timber Deal- 
er and Retired Banker—’ 
83 Years Old. 


August Schlafly, tie and timber 


his winter home in Miami, Flu, at 
2 o'clock this morning. He wus 83 
years old and had been in poor 
health for several month. Death 
was caused by uremic poisoning. 
He was board chairman of the 
Potosi Tie & Lumber.Co. and the 
Hobart-Lee Tie Co., and resided at 
4442 Lindell boulevard.

Born on a farm in Switzerland, 
May 4, 1850, he was ht pere 
by his familly four years later. Start- 
ing his career as a poor youth, in 
1871, he entered the mercantile and 
private banking business at Carlyle, 
Ill. In 1894 he organized a State 
bank there, which six years later 
became the First National Bak of 
Carlyle. 

He also organized the Union 


Louis, of which he was president 
for some time; the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank, Alton; the First Na- 
tional Bank, Edwardsville: the 
Belleville Bank & Trust Co.; First 
National Bank, Granite City, and 
| the Bank of Breese, Breese, Il. 
From 1962 to 1907 he was president 
of the old Missouri Trust Co. here 
and its successor, the Missouri-Lin- 
coln Trust Co. 

Ten years ago Mr. Schlafly re- 
tired from active business. Cutil 
reecntly, he was president of the 
Mountain Valley Water Co. H's 
brother, Fredolin Schlafly of Car- 
lyle, oldest banker in Clinton Coun- 
ty, Illinois, who was associate 
with him in a number of banking 
undertakings, died at Carlyle h. 
1. 

In 1874 Mr. Schlafly was married 
at Carlyle to Miss Jane Allen. With 
him’ when he died were his wife, a 
son, Joseph J. Schlafly, president. 
of the Potosi and Hobart-Lee com- 
panies, and two daughters, Miss 
Helen Schlafly and Mrs. W. C. 
Connett. Three other sons also sur- 
vive—J. Frederick Schlafly, presi- 
dent of the Mountain Valley Water 
Co., and Paul and Louis Schlafly.

RECONSTRUCTION 


Last Two Speeches of Mac- 
Donald Have Not Im- 
pressed — Disarmament 
Failure Also Hurts Simon 


(Copyright, 1934.) 
LONDON, March 5.—Students of 


British politics have been ponder- 
ing the curious and paradoxical 


fact that although it commands in 
the House of Commons the biggest 
majority enjoyed by any govern- 
ment for more than a century in 
this country, the present cabinet 
finds itself definitely on the ‘de- 
defensive and possibly on the eve 
of drastic re-constitution. Nor can 
anyone point to any glaring out- 
standing failure- or blunder which 
would account for this. It is simply 
due to a culmination of accumulat- 
ed minor discontents—the existence 
ef which, however, goes to show 
that a huge majority made up of 
conflicting interests may be less 
stable than a smaller, more cohesive 
one. 

Fundamentally, of course, the dif- 
ficulty about the present so-called 
National Government is that it isn’t 
mational at all. Of its 515 support- 
ers in the House of Commons, 467 
are Conservatives, 35 are Simonite 
Liberals, and 13 are National Labor- 
ites. But although for every one 
of the last-named party the House 
holds three Liberals and 34 Con- 
gervatives, the small Liberal and 
have each three 
places in the cabinet of only 20. 
Moreover, they hold the two key

by more vigorous officials. Accom- 
panying all this there has been a 
growing Tory propaganda for an 
immediate increase in British arm- 
aments, and for the “strong hand” 
in India; while at the bye-elections 
the Conservative votes have been 
dropping ominously. 

If there existed in Parliament a 
really strong or competent opposi- 
tion it is more than probable these 
cross-currents would already have 
been exploited to such an extent 
that Cabinet reconstruction would 
have been forced. As it is Mac- 
Donald has been able to wait until 
the demand for action came from 
his own supporters—as during the 
past few days it apparently has 
done. Recently it was reported 
that the Premier was willing. to sac- 
rifice Simon by demoting him to 
the Home Office, and sending the 
present Home Secretary to the 
House of Lords, and replacing some 
of his minor ministers by more 
energetic ones—possibly also jetti- 
soning Lord Sankey, the present 
Lord Chancellor, in favor of a Con- 
servative. Whether these reports 
were true or not, Sir John is un- 
derstood to have made it quite plain 
he uld not quit the Foreign Of- 
fice without a struggle; and if the 
35 Liberal Nationals left the Gov- 
ernment, it would be a bit difficult, 
even for the Premier, to insist on 
its broad non-partisan character. 

Here for the moment the matter 
rests. If there were any outstand- 
ing figure among the Conservatives 
it would probably be anly a matter 
of weeks before the history of 1922 
would be repeated and the coalition 
government replaced with a straight 
Tory one. But there is no such fig- 
ure apparent. The Premier, there- 
fore, can still choose his own time 
for the Cabinet reshuffle, but with 
one proviso: that if he waits too 
long the Tories may get impatient 
and stage another Carlton Club 
meeting which would be a good deal 
like a Donnybrook Fair, but which 
—whoever it produced as leader— 
would put an end to the National 
Government in its present form.

The cost of production principle in 
tariff making, the committee holds, 
should be abolished, as “it erects no 
standard of protection as to what 
industries should be protected from 
the standpoint of national inter- 
est” and it results in “protecting 
the producer, no matter how ineffi- 
cient he may be, without regard to 
the interest of the ———— or the 
worker.”
